Mr,  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  social  conditions  of  your  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  Deoomber,  1961. 
The  vital  statistic  which  stands  out  as  requiring  note  is  your  infant  mortal- 
ity rate,  which  reached  the  oxtrcmoly  high  level  of  42. 3%,  It  is  only  two 
years  ago  that  I was  commenting  on  the  record  low  rate  reported  in  your 
district.  This  I think  is  tho  true  answer  to  the  state  of  affairs,  in  that 
very  fow  infant  deaths  arc  required  to  produco  such  a high  figure.  Neverthe- 
less, six  infant  doaths  havo  occurred  and  that  is  three  more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  has  continued  with  great  succoss  and  by  the 
end  of  the  year  86.3/£  of  the  children  in  your  district  wore  protected  with 
two  doacs,  the  vast  majority  of  these  had  also  had  a third  dose. 

I would  like  to  tako  tho  opportunity  to  thank  tho  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  continued  intorost  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  health 
of  tho  district,  my  Divisional  Health  Staff  for  their  willing  assistance, 
and  your  Surveyor  and  Public  Hoalth  Inspector,  Mr.  F.  J.  Andrews,  for  his 
help  and  co-operation.  Ho  has  prepared  that  part  of  tho  report  dealing 
with  tho  sanitary  circumstancos  of  the  district.

VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

At  mid  i960  tho  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  was  6,640,  as 
compared  with  6,590  at  mid  1959.  The  annual  increase  of  population  showing  the 
cxcoss  of  births  ovor  deaths  was  75  comparod  with  84  in  1959. 

Live  Births 

Tho  number  of  births  registered  during  the  year  was  142  of  whom  77  wore 
males  and  65  fomalos.  Thore  wore  six  illegitimate  births  or  4.2 % of  the  total 
births  registered. 

Tho  Registrar  Genoral  again  suppliod  a comparability  factor  for  tho  births 
in  I960,  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  of  child-bearing  ago  in  the 
district  with  tho  proportion  in  a standard  population.  Tho  crude  birth  rate 
multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  gives  an  adjusted  birth  rate  which  is 
comparable  with  similar  adjusted  rates  for  other  districts  and  with  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  was 
21,4  per  1,000  estimated  population,  as  compared  with  22.5  per  1,000  estimated 
population  for  1959  and  with  17.1  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England 
and  Walos.

Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  last  year  was  67  comprised  of  37  males  and  30 
females.  The  adjusted  death  rato,  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multiplied  by 
the  comparability  factor,  was  12.5  per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared 
with  12.0  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  the  previous  year  and  with  11.5 
per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The  principal  causes  of 
death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  were.:  hoart  and  circulatory  diseases, 
respiratory  diseases  and  cancer. 
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Enfant  and  Pori-natal  Mortality 


Thoro  wore  six  infant  deaths  in  your  area  last  year,  three  noro  than  in 
L959.  This  gives  an  infant  mortality  rato  of  42.3  per  1,000  live  births  as 
jomparod  with  20.3  for  the  previous  year  and  with  21.7  for  England  and  Wales. 
Ehc  neo-natal  rato  was  35.2  per  1,000  and  the  illegitimate  death  rate  was  Nil. 
Ehis  infant  mortality  rato  was  the  highest  since  19#9,  when  it  stood  at  62.5 
jut  in  many  intervening  years  your  infant  mortality  rate  has  been  well  below 
bounty  and  national  averages,  and  with  such  small  numbers  involved,  I cannot 
)o  too  advorsc  in  my  comment  on  this  figure.  Including  the  current  year’s 
figure  the  average  infant  mortality  rate  in  your  district  over  the  past  ten 
rears  has  boon  21.5,  which  compares  very  realistically  with  the  national 
overage. 


Pori-natal  mortality  is  expressed  as  the  nunbor  of  stillbirths  plus  the 
lumber  of  deaths  in  tho  first  week  of  life.  I give  below  the  records  for 
rour  district  for  tho  past  ton  yoars.

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SECTION  II. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a part-time  officer  of  the  Council  but 
is  engaged  on  whole-time  Public  Health  work,  being  also  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  the  surrounding  districts  and  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for 
Division  No.  2 5 of  the  West  Aiding  County  Council.  One  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  employed  by  the  Council,  he  also  undertakes  the  duties  of 
Surveyor. 

General  Hospitals 

The  general  hospitals  serving  your  district  and  administered  through 
the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board  are  given  below: 

1.  United  Group  Hospitals,  Sheffield. 

2.  The  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley, 

3.  The  St.  Helen  Hospital,  Barnsley. 

4.  The  Moor gate  General  Hospital,  Rotherham. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals 

All  infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  admission  were  admitted  to 
the  Kendray  Hospital,  Barnsley.  The  ambulance  arrangements  were  the  same 
as  for  the  previous  year  with  the  Hospital  retaining  its  own  ambulances  for 
this  service. 

Maternity  Hospitals 

Maternity  cases  were  usually  admitted  to  the  following  hospitals:

The  nearest  centre  for  Barfield  patients  for  this  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  these  diseases  is  in  Barnsley.

Other  centres  are  situate  at  Sheffield,  Doncaster  and  Rotherham,  and  a 
patient  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  is  at  liberty  to  attend  at  the  centre 
of  his  choice.  Treatment  is  completely  confidential. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services . 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  the. Methodist  Church,  Barnsley  Road, 
on  Wednesday  afternoons,  2.0  p.m.  to  4.0  p.m.  Ante-natal  clinics  are  held 
in  the  same  premises  on  Friday  mornings. 

Laboratory  Service 

The  laboratory  service  was  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
Wakefield,  a national  service  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  Research 
Council.  The  laboratory  is  equipped  to  deal  with  all  bacteriological  and 
pathological  examinations,  and  a complete  investigation  is  undertaken  .and 
report  furnished  for  every  specimen  sent  for  examination. 

Samples  of  milk  taken  under  the  Foods  and  Drugs  Act  for  chemical  analysis 
were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst  at  the  expense  of  the  County  Council. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  ambulance  service  is  operated  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.

Fortyfour  cases  of  Measles  were  notifiod  as  compared  with  181  in  the 
previous  year. 

Smallpox 

No  case  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year.  The  number  of  infants 
vaccinated  was  155  compared  with  118  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  a very 
wolcomo  trend. 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 

No  case  of  Diphthoria  was  notified  during  the  year.  Twontysix  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  occurred,  compared  with  Nil  in  1959.  This  disease  appears  to 
bo  assuming  the  periodicity  often  suggested  with  Measles  in  Darfield  in  that 
twontysix  cases  occurred  during  1958,  Nil  in  1959  and  twontysix  cases  in  I960 
Immunisation  against  Diphthoria  provod  a popular  measure,  where  91.9$  of  all 
children  between  ages  of  0-14  years  were  immunised  as  compared  with  87.7$  in 
the  previous  year.  77.9$  of  children  in  the  age  group  0-4  years,  and  97.2$ 
in  the  ago  group  5-14  years  woro  protected.  Immunisation  against 
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Whooping  Cough  continued  and  389  children  in  the  0-4  years  age  group  have 
now  been  protected  in  Dar  field,  I must  warn  you  that  this  is  not  comparable 
with  the  figure  given  last  year  since  it  represents  the  whole  of  this  age 
group  rather  than  one  year's  immunisation.  68,3/£  of  the  0-4  years  ago  group 
are  now  protected. 

Poliomyelitis 

Wo  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year.  Immunisation  continued 
and  during  the  year  130  children,  24  young  persons,  11  oxpoctant  mothers  and 
60  adults  wore  immunised  against  the  disease,  bringing  the  total  for-  the  year 
to  225.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  persons  immunised  in  Darfield  to 
2,626,  and  of  this  total,  2,101  have  received  a third  dose.  984  of  those 
third  doses  being  given  during  I960. 

Food  Poisoning 

Wo  case  of  Food  Poisoning  occurc-d  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  throo  now  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  no  cases  of 
no n-Pulmo nary  Tuberculosis  notified  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  one 
caso  of  Pulmonary  .Tuberculosis  during  1959.  I also  have  to  report  that  two 
deaths  occurred  from  the  disoasc  during  the  year.

I havo  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  tho  year  I960.  All  the 
properties  scheduled  for  Slum  Clearance  during  1959  wore  vacated  by  tho 
end  of  this  year  and  ro-housod.  The  properties  havo  now  all  been  demolished 
and  tho  sites  left  vacant  for  industrial  development. 

During  tho  year  the  Council’s  future  housing  development  has  been 
planned  to  commence  on  the  Inkorman  Site  and  during  the  coming  yoars  tho 
development  will  grow  in  tho  direction  of  Barnsley  Road  and  Upperwood  Hall. 

This  year  it  has  boon  docided  to  roplaco  tho  Vicar  Road  sowors  with  a 
new  scheme.  The  Cliff  Road  pumping  station  will  be  provided  with  an 
emergency  overflow  to  the  River  Doarno. 

The  Rcfuso  Tip  is  now  almost  filled  and  planning  permission  is  being 
sought  to  tip  on  a field  adjacent  to  the  existing  tip. 

Applications  for  Standard  Grants  havo  boon  in  greater  demand  during 
the  year  but  it  is  noted  that  owner  occupiers  arc  in  the  majority. 

I should  again  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  tho  Clerk,  tho  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  other  Members  of  the  staff  for  their  willing  co- 
operation at  all  times.  Also  to  tho  outside  employees  on  housing,  refuse, 
highways,  sewago  disposal,  parks  and  other  services  the  Council  performs 
for  tho  public.  It  is  largely  by  tho  reputation  of  these  men  that  the 
standard  of  performance  of  the  Council  is  judged. 

I am  grateful  to  no  Chairman  and  to  all  members  of  tho  Council 
for  thoir  continued  support  at  all  times.

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1.  HOUSING 


This  year  has  seen  the  completion  of  the  second  programme  of  Slum 
Clearance  since  the  war  making  a total  of  107  houses  demolished.  The 
future  housing  site  at  Inkorman  is  being  designed  and  a plan  has  been 
produced  showing  how  the  future  development  of  some  100  acres  will  bo 
laid  out  to  form  Residential  areas,  Shopping  areas,  Schools  and  Public 
Open  Spaces.  The  plan  is  one  which  will  govern  the  long  term  housing 
development  within  the  area.  It  has  been  docidod  that  the  first  phase 
of  development  will  contain  16.5  acres  for  residential  purposes  and  the 
remaining  5 acros  for  Public  Open  Space.  Tho  reason  for  the  large  aroa 
of  open  space  is  one  which  has  boon  forced  on  to  the  Council  due  to  tho 
ground  being  liable  to  subsidence. 

Of  tho  total  number  of  houses,  2,164  in  the  aroa,  the  Council  now  own 
965  and  four  shops.  In  addition  there  are  34  permanent  garages  and  tho 
Council  now  lot  out  54  garage  sites. .which  shortly  will  bo  incroasod  in 
number  by  a further  28  sites  at  the  end  of  Roso  Avonuo,  making  a total  of 
82  garago  sitos  availablo  to  tho  public. 

2.  TOWN  & COUNTRY  PLANNING 

Tho  Council  continued  to  operate  as  in  provious  yoars  dologatod 
powers  from  tho  West  Riding  County  Council  under  the  Town  and  Country 
Planning  Act,  1947.  During  the  year  106  planning  proposals  wore 
received  and  dealt  with, 

Tho  relationship  botwoon  tho  Council  and  tho  County  Planning 
Officer  was  at  all  times  most  cordial  and  no  unnecessary  delay  occurred 
in  arriving  at  a docision.

Tho  Revised  Town  Map  - First  Review  was  produced  and  deposited  for 
inspection  during  the  year  showing  the  alterations  of  the  Residential 
area  from  Eddorthorpo  to  the  Upporwood  Hall  site  as  recommended  by  tho 
County  Planning  Officer.

6.  FOOD  PREMISES 

There  was  continued  improvement  during  tho  year  to  promises  within 
tho  area.  The  public  is  becoming  increasingly  food  hygionc  conscious  and 
this  awareness  is  boing  felt  by  tho so  engaged  in  tho  food  trade. 

7.  FOOD  POISONING 

Thore  wore  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  reported  during  the  year. 

8.  SEWERaGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

During  the  past  two  yoars  four  new  Sludgo  bods  have  been  built 
at  tho  Sewage  Works  by  direct  labour,  and  our  own  effluent  Analyses 
and  those  of  tho  Yorkshire  Ouso  Rivers  Board  indicate  that  the  works 
arc  working  satisfactorily  and  managed  efficiently. 

The  proposed  new  Vicar  Road  Soworago  schomo  is  boing  designed 
to  contain  a new  Pumping  Station  at  tho  end  of  Vicar  Road  with  a 
rising  main  to  tho  Balancing  Tanks  at  the  Sewage  Works.  In  addition 
the  Cliff  Road  Pumping  Station  will  be  provided  with  an  omorgcncy 
ovorflow  to  tho  Rivor  Doarno.  It  is  anticipated  that  these  two 
projects  will  bo  commenced  during  tho  1961-62  financial  year. 

9.  PUBLIC  SCAVENGING 

Tho  Rofuso  Tip  is  now  almost  completely  filled  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  planning  permission  will  shortly  be  received  for 
controlled  tipping  on  adjoining  land.  It  is  expocted  that  the  soil 
from  the  3.5  acres  will  have  to  be  scrapod  off  to  a depth  of  12” 
and  roplacod  when  tho  tip  is  completed. 

The  Refuse  collections  system  continued  with  a woekly  collection 

and  the  collection  of  Salvage  continued  as  previously.

DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

I havo  compiled  a comparative  table  of  the  vital  statistics  for  each  of 
the  County  districts  comprising  Division  No. 25  'which  I fool  may  bo  of  interest 
to  each  separate  authority  in  assessing  how  they  stand  in  relation  to  the 
local  figures  generally. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  divisional  area  in  i960  was 
1,296.  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  16.7  per  1,000.  There 
woro  twenty-four  stillbirths,  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  18.2. 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to.  the  divisional  area,  after  the  addition  and 
deduction  of  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  759  giving  a crude  death  rata 
for  the  division  of  9.8.  You  will  notice  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower 
than  any  of  the  other  figures  givon  for  individual  districts,  but  the  other 
figures  shew  adjusted  rates.  Unfortunately,  no  adjusted  rate  is  availablo 
for  the  division. 

Infant  Mortality 

There  woro  twonty-oight  infant  deaths  in  the  division  during  the  year, 
of  which  21  occurred  in  the  noo-natal  period.  This  givos  an  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  division  of  21.6  as  compared  with  19.9  for  last  year  and  with 
21.7  for  England  and  Wales. 

Smallpox  Vaccination 

In  every  district  except  Darfiold  there  has  been  a marked  fall  in  the 
number  of  infants  vaccinated.  This  is  an  apparent  rather  than  a real  decline 
because  of  a recent  recommendation  that  instoad  of  this  procedure  being  carried 
out  at  six  months  of  ago  it  should  bo  deferred  until  after  one  year  of  ago. 

This  means  that  if  the  clinic  medical  officer  is  to  follow  this  advice  no 
vaccinations  will  bo  carried  out  for  a period  of  between  six  to  twelve 
months.  The  number  of  children  vaccinated  during  the  yoar  was  495  compared 
with  678  in  1959.  This  change  also  moans  that  it  will  not  bo  possible  to 
oquato  any  percentage  with  tho  numbers  vaccinated.  I hope  that  this  change 
will  not  lead  to  a permanent  falling  off  in  tho  domand  for  vaccination  but 
I havo  genuine  fears  in  this  respect. 

Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

Both  these  procedures  continued  to  be  in  demand  during  tho  yoar  and 
tho  divisional  statistics  showed  an  all  round  improvement,  Tho  percentage 
of  children  under  15  years  immunised  against  Diphtheria  rose  from  72.3  to  74/b 
during  tho  yoar.  The  pro-school  ago  group  rose  from  56.4  to  60.2 % and  tho 
school  group  rose  from  79.9$  to  80.6 $. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

Tho  compilation  of  detailed  statistics  on  poliomyelitis  becomes  more 
complicated  with  each  yoar  that  goes  by.  The  clerical  work  associated  with 
keeping  theso  statistics  separate  for  each  district  in  tho  division  is 
becoming  alarming.  You  will  soo  from  tho  three  accompanying  tables  that 
much  work  has  boon  done  during  the  current  yoar,  particularly  in  tho 
giving  of  third  doses.  With  tho  introduction  of  a fourth  dose  early  in 
1961,  I wonder  how  much  of  tho  annual  report  may  ovontually  be  devoted 
to  this  subject.  It  is  very  difficult  to  find  percentages  of  tho  popula- 
tion immuno,  but  I havo  calculated  those  for  each  district  in  tho  ago 
group  1943-1960  - (i.o,  six  months  to  sovonteon  years  of  ago).

Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services 


The  number  of  eases  attended  by  domiciliary  midwivos  was  670 , and  during 
the  year  there  were  647  institutional  confinements.  Those  figures  compare  with 
626  and  708  respectively  in  the  previous  year.  Tho  number  of  new  cases 
attending  anto-natal  clinics  in  the  division  was  437  and  the  total  number  of 
attendances  was  2,828.  Post-natal  attendances  were  265,  this  figure  shows  a 
slight  decline  compared  with  1959.

The  anto-natal  clinic  at  Darficld  showed  a slight  decline  during  tho 
year . when  72  patients  made  368  attendances,  but  this  was  slight  and  the 
clinic  still  continues  to  give  valuable  servico.  In  addition  to  the 
anon-natal  clinic,  299  attendances  wore  made  by  expectant  mothers  to 
relaxation  classes  run  jointly  by  midwives  and  health  visitors. 


Infant  Folfaro  Clinics 

Most  of  tho  infant  wolfare  clinics  in  the  division  continued  to 
thrive  and  2,320  now  cases  attended  undor  tho. ago  of  1 yoar.  Tho 
fco^al  number  of  children  attending  local  health  authority  clinics  was 
3,018.  Total  attendances  34,743, 

Tho  infant  welfare  clinic  continued  to  do  very  good  work.  150 
children  madc^3,624  attendances  during  the  year,  144  children  wore 
coon  for  the  first  time  by  comparison  with  156  in  tho  previous  year.

I am  pleased  to  report  that  tho  routine  work  of  school  medical

This  scrvico  has  continued  during  the  year*  and,  because-  the-  results 
this  year  show  certain  trends,  I fool  it  is  worthy  of  comment.  Certain 
trends  bocomo  apparent  from  the  table  reproduced  below.  The  number  of  children 
positive  at  five  yoars  old  because  of  B.C.G,  vaccination  now  bcconos  a very 
significant  part  of  the  total  number  of  positivo  reactors  (63$) . The  other 
change  shows  that  results  in  the  Dodworth  Urban  District  are  within  normal 
limits.  Five  yoars  ago  Dodworth  had  a persistant  rate  of  20  - 30$  against 
the  rest  of  the  division  of  2$,

Chiropody  Scrvico 

During  the  year  a chiropody  sorvico  has  been  introduced  in  every 
district.  This  scheme  soomed  rather  slow  to  start  in  some  districts 
chiefly  duo  to  the  non-availability  of  qualified  chiropodists  and  promises. 
However,  by  the  end  of  the  year  a schcmo  was  functioning  in  every  district 
giving  free  treatment  to  pensioners,  physically  handicapped  and  expectant 
mothers.  It  might  be  noted  that  not  a single  patient  in  the  last  category 
has  so  far  come  forward.  At  Darfiold  tho  Trustoos  of  the  Darfiold  Nurses' 
Home  have  continued  to  run  their  scheme  on  an  agency  basis  for  tho  County 
Council,  but  in  all  othor  districts  a direct  service  undor  the  County 
Council  has  boon  sot  up, 

I give  below  a table  showing  tho  work  carried  out  by  tho  various 
chiropodists  in  oach  area.

Tho  first  reaction  to  these  statistics  is  that  tho  percentage  of 
people  requiring  domiciliary  treatment  is  alarmingly  high.  One  of  tho 
objects  of  tho  schomc  is  to  keep  tho  old  people  in  tho  community  mobile 
and  perhaps  wo  should  bo  able  to  judge  tho  success  of  tho  scheme  by 
the  fall  which  I hope  will  occur  in  the  number  of  old  pooplo  needing 
treatment  at  home.

The  staffing  position  with  rogard  to  health  visitors  remained  relatively 
unchanged  from  tho  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  visits  made  by  the 
Health  Visitors  during  tho  year  was  34,760,  of  which  20,879  were  made  to  pre- 
school  children.  8,428  visits  woro  made  to  children  under  tho  age  of  one 
year. 


As  in  other  spheres,  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  took  up  a great  deal  of 
tho  health  visitors’  time  during  I960,  and  I feel  that  tho  time  is  fast 
approaching  when  we  must  consider  if  such  routine  work  could  not  bo  done  by 
some  lessor  qualified  person.  It  is  not  generally  realised  that  tho  health 
visitor  is  a qualified  nursu,  a qualified  midwife  and  a further  post- 
graduate certificate  in  health  visiting. 


During  the  year  tho  scheme  was  commenced  to  tost  all  babies  in  a 
condition  known  as  Phenylketonuria.  This  is  metabolic  disturbance  which 
such  children  aro  born  with.  Tho  effect  of  the  disease  is  to  poison  the 
brain  and  produce  mental  sub-normality.  It  is  a rare  condition^  estimates 
of  its  incidence  vary  between  1 in  10,000  and  1 in  40,000  births,  but  it  is 
the  one  preventable  causo  of  sub-normality,  During  the  year  847  babies  wero 
tested  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff,  all  of  whom  were  negative. 


Home  Nursing 

The  homo  nurses  in  the  division  made  47,464  visits  last  year.  39,655 
of  tho so  being  to  medical  cases,  6,930  to  surgical  cases  and  680  visits  wore 
made  to  Tuberculosis  patients.  These  figures  all  show  an  increase  compared 
with  previous  years. 

Slightly  over  half  of  tho  patients  wero  over  65  and  claimed  nearly 
4-  of  tho  visits. 


Horu  Help  Servico 

Tho  home  help  scrvico  again  provided  a service  mainly  for  the  elderly 
and  tho  proportion  of  hours  expondod  on  this  category  was  92$  of  the  totals. 
The  total  number  of  households  assisted  during  tho  year  was  729  compared  with 
663  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  number  of  hours  received  by  such  house- 
holds was  124,952  compared  with  103,941  in  1959.  This  represents  a rise  of 
20$  in  tho  number  of  hours  expended  with  the  previous  year. 

A few  years  ago,  I commented  on  tho  fact  that  wo  could  not  go  on 
accommodating  more  and  more  cases  by  cutting  tho  number  of  hours  per  case. 
This  limit  was  reached  in  1959  and  tho  onsuing  years  will  inevitably  soo 
an  expansion  of  tho  service.  I give  below  a table  which  shows  tho  changes 
which  have  taken  place  over  tho  years.
